Tho bill to pvoviilo for tlie construo- 
tion of tho Esquimau graving dock was 
pasaod by tho House ycatcrdaj-. Tho 
Attoriiey-Gonor.ll made a plausible speech 
in moving tho second reading. In tho 
cbune of his remarks ho stated that tho 
cbntrtict for tlio cofTordam had not yet 
been let, although (as Dr. Aah subso- 
qaently pointed out) tho contractor has 
placed §10,000 in tho hands of tho Gov- 
ernment to "bind tho bargain," as it 
were. Tho leader of thu Government 
denied that ho had asked tho Don*inion 
Government to recoup tho Provinco for 
expenditure previously made on dock ac- 
count, but failed to explain satisfactorily 
tho reasons that impelled him to present 
a statement of e.'cpendituro to the Ottawa 
Government to draw upon them for 
§139,000. The loader of tho Opposition 
showed clearly that the mission to Ottawa 
was unnecessary, but said that ho and 
his followers Avcro prepared to support 
the moisuro. Mr. llolgeson rose to 
speak, but the Premier put what in vul- 
gar parlance is tonnud "the kibosh" on 
nim, and almost directed him to sit down. 
Mr. Heloesex subsided with a very red 
face and tho subdued air of a disobedient 
urcjiin who had transgressed a school ro- 
gulntion. Mr. Witsov rose and express- 
ed regret at tho humilinting spectacle of a 
member who represented tho district most 
directly interested in duck construction 
being prevented from exorcising a con- 
stitutional right, llo then proceeded in 
atone of cutting sarcasm to oxpoao tho 
muddle into which tho mismanagement 
of the Government had plunged tho dock 
scheme, and .said that after thoy had nil 
but wrecked the project Mr. Walkkm'.s 
mission becomes ncccHs.iry. lie com- 
plained that thu Premier had omitted to 
award any priiise to i\Ir. DkCos-Mos, or to 
produco that gentlonKin'.'i dispatches on 
the subject. The bill pas.sod through all 
its stagoa unanimously, tho Opposition 
assistins;, and tho mainland members pa- 
triotically refraining from referring to 
tho large expenditure tint has already 
t:iken place. Prom Homo words which drop- 
pod froui the Premier wo fear that dock 
construction will not be commenced be- 
fore the fall, if at all this year. How- 
ever, tho Province has done its duty and 
.we earnestly hope that the lon<^ cmbrog- 
lio is now at an end.

Among various suggestions made 
one has met with considerable favor in 
important quarters, viz.: That Glad- 
stone will be called to the House of 
Lords and assume the Premiership as 
First Lord of the Treasury; that Lord 
Hartington will be leader in the House 
of Commons and Minister of War, and 
Lord Granville Minister of Foreign 
Affairs. Viscount Barrington, member 
for Rye in the last House, Sir Arthur 
Guinness, member ?or Dublin City in 
the last House, and Ivor Quest, c.x- 
member of Parliamonfc, will be raised 
to the peerage. 

Lorillard's three-year old filly "Ger- 
aldino" had her back broken on Satur- 
day w^bile exercising, and was killed. 
"Oeraldine was entered for the New- 
market handicap on Wednesday next, 
and the international handicap for Fri- 
day. 

RUSSIA. 

— Gorts- 
cbakoff passed a very bad night last 
night. He ha.s been delirious and is 
extremely weak. This evening the 
Czar visited him and summoned Prince 
Gort.schakoflfs two sons to St. Peters- 
burg. 

St. Petersduro, April 9. — Agcncc 
Russe declares that China has not been 
instigated by any foreign power to as- 
sume an att tudo hostile to Bufssia and 
that it would be premature to appre- 
hend serious complications relative to 
the Kuldja question as the nature of 
the Chinese proposal is unknown. Rus- 
sia does not regard tho treaty which 
has been concluded a§ existent, and if 
negotiations become necessary they 
will be carried ou: :undef conditions 
better calculated to secure the. execu- 
tion of a treaty.

Plon. ,\Ir. Walkoni moved the Hecond 
reading of tliiii bill Ho said that the Do- 
nnnion jNIini.stor of Finance in 1873 con- 
tended that as hia Qovernmont had 
agreod in tlio terms of union to guarantee 
interest at 5 per cent, per nnnum on 
JEIOO.OJO to bo expended for drydock 
purposes that Government had since 
agreed to pay tho sum of .t'oO,000 in lieu 
thereof to bo devoted to the same object. 
Up to tho 13th of ITovcmbor last tho Do- 
mniioQ Government had taken tho view 
that the amount was on advance and not 
a grant. This Government had never 
nsked to bo recouped for its oxpendituro; 
they intended to slujw what had been ex- 
pended by tho province, and made the de- 
mand to show their sincerity. Tenders 
had been asked on the faith of a positive 
telegram froiii Sir John Macdonald, and 
the Ministora at Ottawa a.f terwards varied 
the terms of that telegram and wish- 
ed to iinpo.?o other oblicfations which this 
Govcriuncnt could not accept, l.'nder 
these circumstances it was found neces- 
sary that now arrangements should bo 
made. Ho then reviewed tho clauses of 
tho measure, which he said threw a safe- 
guard around tho proper oxpendituro of 
tho grant so that politics should not enter 
into tho coii.struction of the dock at all. 
The Lsigislaturo was a.'ik'jd ti.i sanction this 
arrangement bccauso it v,aa a change in 
the terms of union vvliich must be ratified 
by this province. In asking tho House 
to road tho bill n second time ho would 
ask hon. gentlemen to reconsider tho 
position talicn by thoni yesterday and not 
press for the lenders. Tho lowest tender 
from abroad for the dock was ?350,000; 
tlie lowest local tender was 8440,000. 
McNamee & Ga had paid down 010,000 
which this Government now have. Pro- 
positi(n}s had been made even in this in- 
stance to thelowcst tenderers to drop thoir 
tenders so that a higher tender would 
have to bo accepted — the iiiuiipy deposited 
with the tenders to bo reiiaiil by tho suc- 
cessful tenderers. Ho did not wish to 
produce the tenders and how tho fact that 
McNnmce & Co.'s tender was §301,000 
got out ho could iK't n:\y. The contract 
v.'ould bo null anil void if not 
ratified by this Hi-ause. Jt would not be 
good business policy tn lay the tenders 
before the House until the contract had 1 
been ratified by tho Houac. Hu asked I 
hon. members to waive objections and not i 
to press for tho tenders and thus brmg on 
mischievous con.scc|iienees. Tho suicties j 
of Mt'Namce & Co. were .all excellent 
men, and tho contractor ">fas a man of 
ability with a large canal contract on 
hand at the present time. 

j\Ir. Smitho said ho .■diould support tlie 
second ivading of the bill. Uu had un- 
derstood it KiiH not oiion to alteration, 
but tho Premier had just said it was. He 
was glad that the moasuri; was now fairly 
before the Ilouao, and that tho Dominion 

•Government wore ready to deal with tho 

• Provinpo on tho most liberal terms. Mr. 
Mackenzie's Ooverninont liad always con- 
tended that the .t'oO.OOO was a loan. 

- When the House adjournod last Spring it 
was told that the MacdoiuiKl Ciovernnient 
were prepared to grant the sum as a gift. 
The Attorney -General had said it was 
necessary for him to go to Ottawa and ar- 
range matters. He (Mr. S.) failed to 
discover any rt^asun for the mission. 
Tho Dominion Government wished to 
make this a free gift, but thoy wished to 
feel assured that the money would not bo 
misapplied, and that tho dock would be 
secured, Tt was unnecessary for tho 
hon. gentleman to proceed to Ottawa nt 

■ all at a heavy expense to the Province 
and at a serious delay to the public busi- 
ness. Tho Premier had referred 
to an article in The Colonist respecting 
tho demand uf tlio Government to bo re- 
couped for expenditure on dock account. 

Mr. \\'alkom— I did not mention Thi: 
Colonh'f. 1 understood tho ''recoup" to 
bo the hon. gentleman's view. Perhaps 
lie wrote tho article. 

Mr. Smithc— it makes no dili'orenco 
whether I wrote it or not. The hon. gentle- 
man sivys ho found it neceasnry to go to 
Ottawa, and now it would appear the 
contract is not yet let, and although the 
contractor had deposited §10,000 we are 
told he is at liberty to withdraw. 

The Government were not entitled to any 
credit for the solution of the difficulty. 



The Dominion Government were entitled 
to all tho credit. Tho present Dominion 
Government have shown from tho very 
first a disposition to give this money. 
They demanded proper security that thoy 
would get tho dock, &o. They stipulated 
that if the dock was not completed in 
three years that then they .ihould be at 
liberty to charge tho advancejl money to 
the Province. 

Mr. Helgesen — Mr. Spc{ikor, I would 
like to say a few words. I — 

Mr. Walkcm — Oh I let it go to tho com- 
mittee. You can speak then. 

Mr. Helgesen — I wanted — 

Sir. Speaker— That this bill be now- 
read a second time ? 

Mr. Wilson— I wish to say a few words 
on this momontoous subject, and before 
doing so I must express my deep regret 
that the only member for a district which 
has the deepest interest in dock construc- 
tion was not allowed to express his views. 
(Hear, hear.) Tho fullest discussion 
should have been permitted, and the Gov- 
ernment should have been glad to listen 
te the views of that hon. gentlcmon. 
(Hear.) 

Mr. Walkcm — Those remarks are un- 
called for. The hon. gentleman knows 
why ho was asked to defer his remarks 
for the committee. 

Mr. Wilson — Ho should havo boon 
heard, novi''rtheles3. Ho had a rii^ht to 
bo hoard. Mr. N\'ilson ccnliuued, that 
ho agreed with inucii that had fallen from 
tho Attornoy-Ooueral and also from tho 
loader of the Opposition, but regretted 
that telegrams which had pa.ssod betvvcen 
Mr. DeOosmos and tho Dominion and local 
Governments on this subject wore not 
before tho House. They .should bo brought 
down. The course pursued by this Gov- 
ernment after tho House adjourned w.is 
a mistake, (hear,) they should not have 
applied for tho §2r)0,000 in a lump sum. 
There was no authority for them to ap- 
ply for it or for tho Canadian Government 
to gr.ant it. There was a certain 
amount of delay through getting on 
the wrong tack. Tho statement was 
lirst madu by Mr. Tilloy on the 1st April, 
1870, who said that no alteration had been 
niado in the forms of union. But such 
was not tho fact as Act 37 Vic, chap. 
IG, really altered the terms. Tho Attor- 
ney General .should havo called tho at- 
tention of the Dominion (iovoniincnt to 
that fact and this (lovornment, instead 
of applying lirst fi'r §250,000, then 
for $208,000, and llnally for .^13!),- 
OOO-which they had no author- 
ity to do— should have iu'iked wliother 
tho advance was a gift or a loan? After 
having boon on tho wrong track for four 
months they got on the right one and had 
showed ability since. (Hoar.) Sir John 
Macdonald's otlur in his telegram should 
have been accepted at mici'. ft reads 
thus: 

Auou.sT SOth, 1879. 
CV. A. If'itUwH., I'ictoria: 
Dominion Govoriinicnt will advance 

8250,000 to British Columbia Govern- 
ment as work on dock progresses, in pro- 
portion to estimated cost whole works, 
not requiring rep.aynient of principal or 
interest if dock is comjileted. 

(Signed) MArnos'Ai,n, 

London. 

After the muddle into which the matter 
had fallen by December ho believed the 
mission to Ottawa was nccos.sary and the 
Premier's dispatch cn the subject shows 
considerable ability. Tho position of 
April, however, should havo boon adher- 
ed to iind the mission would not have 
been iiocessaiy. Ho had spoken this 
plainly because he believod that when a 
Government shows negligence and blund- 
ers it is proper for them to sot them right 
(hear.) 

The bill was then committed, Mr. 
Harris in tho cKair. 

Dr. Ash asked if tho contract for tho 
duck would not be completed until the 
sanction of the Imperial Government had 
been obtained. 

Mr. Vv'alkem said the contract was .sub- 
ject to nothing save tho passage of the 
bill. Tho hon. member for Vietoria city 
(Mr. Wilson) liad attempted to thrash 
tho Government with a shingle, and he 
would now thank him for tho manner in 
which ho had handled tho shingle. Mr. 
DeCosnios' intervention had boon valua- 
ble, but tho Ooverninont could get no other 
information from him except that the 
best thing thoy could do was to apply for 
tho 8250,000. The hon. gentleman then 
procoodod, at some length, to explain the 
cause of the delay and this Government's 
failure to apprise Mr. Tilley of his mis- 
take, as well as tho absence from the papers 
of all reference to Mr. DeCosmos' valu- 
able assistance in procuring a solution of 
tho (piestion. He further proceeded to 
explain Uie causes that led to his visit to 
Ottawa and deemed that it was rendered 
nooossary by his mistakes. He was sorry 
ho had stopped the hon. member (Mr. 
Holgeson) from speaking in the House, 
but lie would have a belter opportunity 
in tho committee. 

Mr. HelgcHon said tho dock looked 
gloriously. The mission to Ottawa was 
necessary bewiuse tho Dominion Govern- 
ment had equivocated. Everything seem- 
ed straightforward now. 

Mr. Beaven denied that the blame for 
delay rested with this Government, and 
said it was necessary that some one 
sliouid gu to Ottawa to clear away tho 
mist in which tho Dominion Government 
were on this matter. Ho also explained 
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TUE.SDAY, April 13. 
Barnard r^. Walkem —This is an appli- 
cation for an injunction to restrain the 
defendant, who is Attorney General and 
Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works 
for the Province, from occupying a seat in 
the Local Legislature, it being alleged 
that he has infringed tho provisions of the 
Independence of Parliament Act, 1875. 
The bill of complaint sets forth: 

That the plaintitT is a British subject 
and a duly qualified and registered voter 
in and for the electoral district of Vic- 
toria City. That the defendant in tho 
month of July, 187S, was elected a mem- 
ber of tho Legislative Assembly for tlic 
district of Cariboo and has continued to 
bo a niombor of tho said Legislature for 
the .said district until tho undertaking by 
him as hcre-in-after mentioned of certain 
services for and on behalf of tho Dominion 
of Oanada. and tho defendant at tho time 
of such election was and thenceforwai'd 
has continued to be and is now Attorney 
General and Chief Commissioner of Lands 
and Works. That during tho time tho 
defendant held those otHces ho acted iis 
counsel for tho Dominion Government in 
a matter of arbitration between tho Do- 
minion Govornmont and Francis Jones 
Barnard. That the Dominion Govern- 
ment employed tho defendant, who is 
also a barrister-at-law, and that he did 
appear anil defend tho said Government 
ill tho case on the days mentioned in the 
complaint; and, further, that the said 
arbitration w.as proceeded with at Toronto 
and Ottawa during the months of January 
and February, 1880, and that tho defen- 
dant did then again appear on behalf of 
the Dominion tiovormnent against tho 
said l'"'rancis Junes Barnard. And that 
in undertaking the services detailed tho 
defendant did hold and accept a tempor- 
ary otlico, commission and employment to 
which fees, allowance, emoluments and 
proiits from tho Dominion Government 
aro attached, and tho [ilaintilV avers that 
tho said seat of the defendant in tho 
Local Legislature became vacated and 
tliat his election thereto became void 
upon his holding and accepting tho said 
temporary office, commission and em- 
ployniont. The plaintifl' therefore prays 
that tho defendant nny bo I'ostrained Dy 
the order and injuuciion of tho Court 
fr.)m sitting or voting in the Legislative 
Assembly (luring tho present parliament 
or initil ho may be :ig;iin elected thereto. 
And that tho pliiutiir may have such 
furthoror other n'^of as the nature of the 
caso may require. 

Tn reply (o thn abovi^ bill of complaint 
the defendant juits in the following de- 
murrer. 

In (Viajici;rj/; between Frank SLillman 
Barnard, plaintitr, and George Anthony 
Walkem, tlofendant. 

Tho demiu'rer of Georgo Anthony 
Walkcm, tho al)i)V0-named defendant to 
tliO bill of c jnip'iint of thn above-named 
plaintitr. 

Tlie defendant by protestation not con- 
fessing or acknowledging all or any of the 
matters and things in the said bill con- 
tained to be true in such manner and 
form as tho same aro therein sot forth and 
alleged doth demur in law to tho said bill 
and for cause of demurrer showoth that 
tho plaintifl" has not sufficient interest in 
the subject of tho bill to enable him to 
maintain it and the defendant is not ans- 
werable to him. 

That plaintiff is not entitled to tho re- 
lief pr.ayod as tho defendant performed 
tho alleged service only as a barrister 
without foo, and tho employment was in 
an isolated instance and not during a ses- 
sion of tho Legislature. 

Wherefore, and for divers other imper- 
fections and good causes of demurrer ap- 
pearing in the said bill, this defendant 
doth demur thoroto, and he prays tho 
judgment of this honorable Court whether 
ho ought to bo compelled to make any 
further or other answer to tho said bill or 
any of the matters and things therein 
contaitjcd, and ho prays hence to bo dis- 
missed with his costs and charges in this 
behalf sustained. 

Mr. M. W. T. Drako and Mr. Pooloy 
appeared for tho plaintiff, and Mr. Mo- 
Croight, Q. C, and ilr, Eli Harrison jn., 
for the defendant who was not in Court 
when the case was called up. 

Mr. McCreiglu in support of tho do- 
murrer called tho attention of tho Court 
to the fact that tho prciont proceedings 
had been taken under tho Indepondencu 
uf Parliament Act, 1875, which provided 
that no person accepting or holding any 
oflice, commission or employment, per- 
manent or temporary, to which an annual 
salary or any fee, allowance or emolument 
or profit of any kind whatever from tho 
Dominion of Canada is attached, shall be 
eligiblo as a n.ember of tho Legislative 
Assembly of this Province; nor shall he 
sit or vote as such. 

Tho Chief Justice said that he and his 
brother judges had only been supplied 
with papers rolativo to tho case just two 
minutes before the Court opened. 

Mr. McCreight regretted that such was 
the case, Tho Act introduced a new and 
remarkable feature into tho laws on in- 
junctions inasmuch as it interfered with 
persons. Previous injunction laws never 
did this except in the case of infants. Tho 
provisions were always confined to pro 
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to award tho meed of praise to Mr. D 
Cosmos. 

Dr. Ash said an answer had not boon 
given to tho question asked by him about 
the contract. Pei'ple who thought tho 
dock would be uommencod speedily' would 
bo deceived. Tho sanction of tho Im- 
perial tJovernment must first bo obtained. 
Ho oould not understand why tho dele- 
gate did not go to Ottawa last spring. 
Tho member for Cowichan .asked last 
spring if the Government intended to 
send a delecato to Ottawa. He must have 
then soon tho difficulty which has since 
arisen. The mode in which McNamce & 
Co. might make ?40,000 would doubtless 
reach those gentlemen, and who knew 
but they might tako advantage of the 
information. (Laughter.) He (Dr. Ash) 
was afraid that further delays would re- 
sult. 

Tho bill was passed by tho uoininitteo 
which rose and reportotl? Tho bill was 
then read a third time and pa.ssed.

The mere circumstance of 
the plaintiff being a voter for "N'ictona 
city was not sufiicienl and the learned 
counsel was not prepared to admit that 
even if tho plaintiff were a voter for Cari- 
boo district that fact ill itself would be a suf- 
ficient qualification. He then proceeded 
to quote from authorities to show that in 
the event of tho oxistonco of nuisances 
the coaqjlainants against them must bo tho 
parties afl'ected by tho nuisaiicus and not 
parties who had no intecest at all in the 
question. 

Mr. Justice Gray asked tho learned 
counsel to show the Court whore tho 
equivalent interest in tho cases ho had 
quoted existed. 

The Chief Justice said that he did not 
think the quotations had any bearing 
whatever on tho case before the Court. 

Mr. BIcCreight continued to argue in 
support of tho position taken by him. 

Mr. Justice Gray said it should be borne 
in mind that when a member was elected 
to the House he was elected to legislate, 
not only for the district returning him, 
but for tho whole Province. 

Mr. McCreight said that ho could not 
admit that tho defendant was answerable 
to tho plaintiff and quoted a caso where- 
in an injunction had boon granted against 
the ringing of the bells of a church in

to tho residents of the immediate vicinity. 
Tho plaintitr, however, happened to be 
one of those residents and if he had not 
boon tho application would duiibtless 
have been refused. 

Mr. Justice Gray asked if it was not 
possible that patriotism might be re- 



garded as an interts'i-^a class of interest, 

hjwever, that was seldom experienced, 
t he 'o u\ House, he was bound to remark, 
in passing the Act under which these 
procsedings were taken had been evident- 
ly very suspicious ot tho influence of the 
i^ominion Government. 

The Ohief Justice remarked that the 
Act referred to British Columbia as a 
colony. Was it possible that it was 
meant to apply to tho provinco, or could 
it, when at tho date of its passage there 
was no province in existonco, 

Mr. McCreight said the Act was passed 
in anticipation of Confederation. Ho 
then proceeded to quote from "Joyce on 
injunctions" to show that tho interest of 
tho plaintiff must be construed very strict- 
ly. Ho contended, in tho second place, 
that tho defedant had acted for the Do- 
minion Government in an isolated in- 
stance and only iu the capacity of a bar- 
rister who could not sue for fe>3s. 

Mr. Justice Gray said that that matter 
need not be argued. It was a well- 
known fact that a barrister could not sue 
for fees. 

Mr. McCreight resumed his contention 
that tho defendant hatl only acteil in an 
isolated caso. 

Tho Chief Justice said that although 
the case might bo isolated it lasted about 
50 days. The Tichborne case was in tho 
same sense isolatpd, but it consisted of 
180 sittings. 

Mr. McCreight — The services of tho 
defendant wore purely thoso of a barrister 
and might havo terminated in one day. 

Mr. Justice Gray — The Act called 
an "Indepondonco of Parliament Act," 
appears to mo to be most illiberal in its 
provisions. 

Tho Chief Justice — Tho object of tho 
Act would anpuar to bo to keep good men 
out of the liuuse. 

Mr. McCreight — I might a i well moii- 
tion it, my Lord, thai I framed tho Act 
in question. It has been said by an em- 
inent statesman that it is much easier to 
pick an .\et to piocei than provide reme- 
dies for its faults. 

Mv. Justice Gray — And somebody else 
has said there is no Act existing through 
which a carriage and four cannot bo 
drivoii. Tho whole act is tho result of 
a narrow and illiberal policy which exists 
in other provinces as well as here. Such 
lueasui-os deprive tho Govornmont of tho 
ablest men in tho country. 

Tho Chief .lustice — No one will doubt 
for a moment that Mr. McOrcight's inten- 
tions wore all for tho best nt tho time he 
introduced tho measure. 

Mr. J ustioe Gray — I know that a similar 
bill legislated mo out and accounts for my 
being here. I am sorry to soo That you 
aro not in the House hero Mr. McCreight. 

Mr. McCroight — T havo been there 
quite long enough. 

Tho learned counsel then proceeded to 
submit that no fee attached to the de- 
fondant's oflice for which ho could sue 
and that the question should havo first 
lieon settled by an action to find out 
whether or not the defendant falls within 
the 'purview of tho Act. 

Mr. Drake submitted that tho present 
proceedings could be commenced by "any 
person." Those wore the words of tho 
Act. 

The Chief Justice — Any porson can 
commence proceedings for the recovery 
of the penalty inflicted, but tho Act does 
not clearly state that such is the case with 
reference to an application for an injunc- 
tion. 

Mr. Drake — Somo one must put the 
Supremo Court in motion. 

Tho learned counsel then quoted at 
some length from "Rogers on Elections," 
to show that a votor, without distinction 
as to reaidunco, can file a bill of complaint 
and apply for an injunction against any 
member illegally occupying a seat in the 
Legislature. Ho contended that once a 
niombor is elected tho whole Provinco is 
interested in sooingthat tho independence 
of Parliament and tho purity of members 
are preaorvod. It should also bo borne 
iu mind that a member of the Govern- 
ment was on a very different basis to 
merely a privato momber. 

Mr, Justico Gray said that it appeared 
to him an extraordinary fact that no pro- 
vision was made for tho purity of any pRr- 
Bons except those who accepted office un- 
der the Dominion Govornmont. Nothing 
was said about those who were in posi- 
tions under the Provincial Government. 
That was what was called "liberal legis- 
lation. " 

Tho Chief Justico— If the plaintiff had 
asked for tho penalty of BoOO per diem ho 
Would havo shown a clearer interest than 
he does now. 

Mr. Drake — The plaintiff is a taxpayer 
and that is a sulBcient interest. Hu is 
subject to the powers of tho local Govern- 
ment and has to obey the laws thoy see 
fit to enact. 

The Chief Justice — Yes, I think that 
even a foreigner paying taxes here would 
be qualified to lay tho complaint. 

Mr. Drake then submitted that tho do- 
inurrer of tho defendant admitted that 
he had accepted tho position under tlio 
Dominion Oovernment lie was a member 
of the House and that emolunionl attach- 
ed to that position even although it had 
not been paid. He contended and quot- 
ed authorities to show that tho more re- 
fusal to accept tho emolument would not 
save a mombei'a seat and that tho dis- 
qualification attaches immediately after 
a member accepts oflico. 

Mr. Justice Gray referred to the case 
of Mr. Gladstone when ho went to the 
Tntiian Islands un behalf of the British 
Government. In accepting the office, 
however, he accompanied tho acceptance 
with a distinct refusal to accept any 
emolument whatever for hia services. 

After further discussion tho Court 
unanimously ruled that tho interest of 
the plaintiff was sufEcient to justify the 
proceedings taken by him, and that the 
demurrer of the defendant must bo nvor- 
rulod. 

AKTEIt RECllSS. 

Mr. Pooley read the evidence of Mr. 
Walkem, referred to coses and mado 
quotations from the Legal Professions 
Act, Fees Act, 1878, and Co.sts of Arbi- 
tration Act, 1870, to show that Mr. 
Walkem having accepted employment 
under tho Dominion Government could 
recover fees for so doing. 

Considerable discussion arose as to the 
applicability of Dominional Statutes to the 
question at issue between the Bench and 
tho learned Counsel, who stated that the 
Dominion Govornmont wore subject to 
local Acts in this Province, that Mr. 
Walkem was entitled to fees and that tho 
Dominion Government had not refused 
to pay them. 

Mr. Pooloy continued that the Domin- 
ion Public '\Vorks Act was extended to 
British Columbia, and Mr. Drake quoted 
from tho Revenue Laws Extension Act 
to establish that claim. 

Mr. Justico Gray asked where there 
was any rule which showed that party 
employed by the Dominion GoYornment 
shall recover costs as agamst tho Domin- 
ion Government ? 

Mr. Pooley said tho costs in MoDougall 
vs. Campbell arose before, a committee of 
the Senate. 

Mr. Justice Gray — Suppoio the defend- 
at^t i^efuBQB to prefer a claim, how is the 



Dominion Govenimont to be reached ? A 

barrister's foo could not bo recovered. If 
the defendant has no claim against the 
Dominion Government there is no emolu- 
ment. 

Mr. Pooloy quoted authority to show 
that a binding contract is not necessary 
to disqualify a momber from sitting in 

the House. The cases wore Flewett vs. 

Gautior, the Queen vs. !Manchcrs. 

Tho Chief Justice said these authori- 
ties referred to municipal bodies. Was 
there any similar authority bearing on 
members of Parliament? 

Mr. Pooloy —The defendant admits 
that he took the arbitration oma thought- 
lessly and that when ho entered into tho 
matter he had not this Act in his mind. 
"Todd" laid it down that disqualification 
attaches immediately on acceptance of an 
office of profit. The defendant acknow- 
ledges that ho thought ho would be paid 
for his services. Ho tolls us he proceed- 
ed to Ottawa and was there tendered 
S4C0 by O'Connor it Hoig, which ho re- 
fused to accojit. Tho Minister of Juetico 
agreed with Mr. Walkem that there 
should bo no money payment so that ho 
could get np in tho House and say no 
money had passed botwoon them. A 
money-payment was attached to tho ser- 
vice, and the Dominion Government ap- 
peared particularly anxious to pay tho 
defendant. 

After further argument tho learned 
Chief .Tustico asked if tho Court was ex- 
pected to sit until it had granted or re- 
fused to grant the injunction applied for. 
Ho would suggest an adjournment until 
to-morrow morning. 

Mr. McCreight said ho had a good deal 
moro to say and had no objection to offer. 

Tho Court then adjourned until 11 
o'clock to-morrow (Wednesday) morning.

— As Mr. R. Homfray was walk- 
ing yesterday on Fort street near Mr. J. 
Heywoods, ho heard tho cry of fire and 
calls for help. This, to an enthusiastic 
fireman such as Mr. Homfray, was like 
the sound of tho trumpet to a war-horse, 
and he immediately rushed to tho roaoue. 
Tho flames wore soon issuing from the 
roof of Mr. Hoywood's house and tho 
problem was how to get at the scone of 
action. A ladder was obtained but it was 
too short. Mr, Homfray's previous ex- 
perience hero stood him in good stead, 
and he contrived to scramble up on to 
the roof, dragging after him a hatchet 
with which ho cut away some of tho 
shingles and a few buckets of water ap- 
plied directly on tho burning spot did 
the rest. Mr. Homfray's prompt action 
most probably saved the houso. Unfor- 
tunately a large and savage dng belong- 
ing to Mr. Heywood had got loose and 
having become excited during tho com- 
motion caused by the alarm, seized Mr. 
Humfray as soon as ho descended fnmi tho 
building tearing his clothes and inflicting 
a painful bite on his knee.
